Mr. V/ogan stated he had personally 
spoken with Mr. Irving Gitlin concerning .the 
article which appeared in the May 7, 1964, issue 
or the ’ 'Rev/ York Herald Tribune" wherein 
Mr. Gitlin had been quoted as saying he "was 
reluctant to discuss whether any heretofore 
unseen film of the Dallas tragedy had been 
uncovered. „ . '• and he had been assured by 
Mr. G-itlin that the writer who prepared this 
statement took considerable "literary license" 
in o_aer to dramatize the forthcoming production.
